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Introductions to the Qur'an 


The introduction of individual surahs been taken from The Meaning of the 
Qur'an (Arabic: Tafhim al-Qur'an) is a book divided into six volumes written by 
the Islamic scholar Sayyid Abul Ala Maududi (1903-1979). This work is one of 
the most prominent exegesis of the Qur'an (Arabic: tafsir), based on the Sunni 
Hadith literature and includes an introduction for each Surah in the Quran, 
explaining the name, period of revelation and a large section on its historical 
background. Unlike many early translators, Maududi uses the standard technique 
of providing an explanation of the Qur'anic verses from the Sunnah of the 
Prophet Mohammed. Below is a list of Maududi's introductions to each Surah in 
the Qur'an, representing a small portion of the six volumes which comprise the 
complete commentary.
